The curb lane of M St. SW and parking spaces for several 
dozen cars have been closed at 4 th St. SW west of the Waterfront 
Metro station, to continue demolition and later construction of 
the new “Waterfront Station” development, as the replacement 
for Waterside Mall is being called. 

Gordon Fraley of the developers told the Southwester, “There 
will be no digging in this area, just demolition, filling the area 
with dirt back up to grade, installing utilities, and constructing 
the road. The construction will be on-going until the entire 
project is completed in 2010.” 

His press release states, “On or about October 9, 2008, the 
parking area between the Waterfront/SEU Metro Station escala¬ 
tor and the Bank of America located at Waterfront Station will 
be closed to vehicles and pedestrians to make way for the demo¬ 
lition and construction of 4th Street, SW. The Metro station 
escalators and elevators will not be affected by the change. Park¬ 
ing for Safeway will continue to be available in the lot adjacent 
to the Safeway store along M St. SW”

[The District of Colum¬ 
bia and developers Hoffman- 
Struever Waterfront LLC 
have signed a land distribu¬ 
tion agreement for 26 acres of 
land and 25 acres of marina 
area along the Potomac River 
channel]. “The LDA provides 
the framework for the master 
developer to entitle, design and 
develop the Southwest Water¬ 
front project. The signing of 
the LDA follows the District 
Councils unanimous approval 
earlier this summer of $198 
million in financing for pub¬ 
lic costs associated with the 
project, which legislation was 
introduced through the offices 
of Chairman Vincent Gray at 
the request of Mayor Adrian 
Fenty. The public financing 
will pay for site infrastructure, 
utilities, roads, parks, prom¬ 
enades, public piers and other 
improvements for the project.”

DC’s Water and Sewer Authority (WASA) 
is holding public meetings to explain its water 
pollution control program that will cost 2 bil¬ 
lion dollars. On Nov. 19 at 7 pm one meeting 
will be held at the SW Branch Library, 900 
Wesley Place SW (near K and 3 rd St. SW). See 
the ad on p. 6. 

“DC WASA has announced that the Board 
of Directors approved a water and sewer rate 
increase of 7.5 percent at the Sep. 4 Board 
meeting. The rate increase is less than the 8.5 
percent increase originally proposed by DC 
WASA management. It goes into effect with the 
October 2008 water and sewer bill of customers. 
DC WASAs current ten-year, $3.1 billion 
capital program is slated to improve water 
and sewer systems, to improve pumping and 
treatment facilities, to reduce nutrient content 
in wastewater, and to reduce combined sewer 
overflows (CSOs) into District waterways. 
Though other factors also contribute to the 
pollution in the Districts waterways, such 
as litter, storm water runoff and nutrient-

Effective October 1, 2008 

Drivers licenses and identification 
cards will be valid for up to 8 years (pre¬ 
viously only 5 years); the vehicle inspec¬ 
tion fee will increase from $25 to $35, 
however the inspection for NEW vehicles 
will be valid for 4 years (previously only 2 
years); the non-commercial drivers license 
fee will increase from $39 to $44; the 
excise tax exemption will be applicable for 
fuel efficient vehicles (excluding motor¬ 
cycles and motorized bicycles) that exceed 
40 MPG (city driving) and a one-time 


reduced registration fee will be applicable 
for fuel efficient vehicles that exceed 40 
MPG (city driving). 

Additionally, the District of Colum¬ 
bia Department of Motor Vehicles will 
roll out enhancements to its online ser¬ 
vices to include email renewal notices, 
status of out of state title requests, trip 
permit transactions (mainly for chartered 
buses and other motor carriers) and tem¬ 
porary drivers license, identification card 
and vehicle registration receipt printouts 
that extend expired credentials until they 
arrive in the mail.
